A pre-dawn collision in 
which 
a 
Greyhound 
bus 
crashed into the trailer of a 
tractor- trailer truck which 
had overturned in a previous* 
accident at the eastern edge 
of Charleston early Saturday 
took 
the 
lives of seven 
Chicago bus passengers and 
injured 43 other persons. 
The highway patrol said 
today the accident occurred 
about 4:15 a.m. when the 
bus left Interstate 57 for a 
sharp curve on Highway 60 
at 
a 
temporary 
bypass 
around an overpass under 
construction. 
The truck accident had 
occurred about two hours 
earlier, 
according 
to 
a 
spokesman for the patrol. 
The 
tractor 
had 
been 
removed, 
but 
the 
trailer 
remained on its side nine feet 
from the pavement with the 
tandem 
wheels 
pointed 
toward the highway. 
When the bus ran off the 
road on the sharp curve, it 
si deswiped 
the 
trailer, 
sheering off the right side of 
the bus. 
According to Mississippi 
County 
Coroner 
Elgin 
McMikle, the accident was 
the worst he had seen in his 
16 years as ambulance driver 
and coroner. 
“Things were just in a 
state of chaos when I arrived 
about 4:30 a.m.,” McMikel 
said. “Survivors were dazed 
and frantic — some in a state 
of shock.” 
The interior of the bus, 
according to McMikle, was 
filled with debris, including 
metal, glass, clothing and 
blood, making identification 
of the dead and injured 
difficult to determine. “It 
was more like a plane crash,“ 
he said.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond cut the legislature’s appropriations bills by $6.2 
million today and vetoed two programs he said would 
cost the state an extra $7.4 million in the next fiscal year. 
He took the action while signing the bills that make 
up the state’s $2 billion budget for 1974-75. 
The programs vetoed were increased state aid for 
junior colleges and increased aid to dependent children. 
The ADC paym ents were increased earlier this year. 
The $6.2 million he vetoed would have come from state 
taxes.

Bond took out over $1 million from the $7.3 million 
legislative budget, saying the am ount appropriated for 
operations and salaries increased 293 per cent in the 
Missouri House and 476 per cent in the Senate.
